NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA . 

East  Cowes  lies  on  the  east  slope  af  the  valley 
formied  by  the  River  Medina,  The  eld  part  of  the  town 
borders  on  the  river,  and  is  subject  to  flooding  at  high 
tides.  The  modern  part  consists  of  residential  houses, 
middle  class  villas,  and  artisan  dwellings. 

The  town  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the 
last  five  years,  most  of  the  streets  paved,  and  in  the 
m.airi  thoroughfares  trees  are  planted. 

The  recent  extension  of  the  Promenade  up  to  the 
Norris  Castle  boundary  is  a great  boon,  and  provides  a 
good  beach  for  children,  besides  which  a paddling  lake 
has  been  constructed. 

The  strip  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  York 
Avenue,  given  to  the  Town  by  Lord  Gort,  is  also  a great- 
improvement  . 

The  chief  industries  are  Shipbuilding,  Aeroplane 
Works,  and  Storage  Yards  for  Yachts,  hence  the  population 
is  mainly  that  of  the  industrial  class^^^ut  there  are  a 
good  many  residential  houses,  and  a fluctuating  population 
of  visitors  in  the  summer  months.

It  may  be  noted  that  there  have  been  no  deaths  for  five 
years  from  Typhoid  (Enteric)  Fever  or  Smallpox. 

B'rom  Measles  no  deaths  this  year,  and  only  2 during  the  previous  4 years 
” Scarlet  Fever  none 
” Diphtheria  one 
■'  Influenza  none 
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From  Whooping  Cough  none  this  years  6 during  the  previous  4 years. 

Of  the  preceding  seven  Infectious  Diseases,  there  has  only 
been  one  death  this  year,  and  23  during  the  past  5 years,  being  an 
average  of  4.6  per  year. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  year  1925  being  4798,  this 
makes  the  average  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  in  East  Cowes  less 
than  1 per  1000  (the  decimal  being  ,2). 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

A large  number  of  cases  of  Mumps  were  reported,  and  also 
several  cases  of  Chickenpox,  the  majority  during  the  first  seven 
months  of  the  year. 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE 
LOCAL  AUTHORITY  OR  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL . 

1 ) Tuberculosis . 

Langford  House,  Havenstreet,  Is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  for  the  whole  of  the  County,  including  this  District. 

Men,  women,  and  children  are  admitted,  the  total  number  of  beds 
available  being  26.  There  is  also  a well  equipped  out-patient 
department . 

2 ) Maternity . 

No  special  provision  is  made  for  cases  of  this  kind. 

3)  Children. 

There  is  no  Hospital  for  the  District  provided  or 
subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  b^?-  the  County  Council. 

Children  can  be  received  at  the  Frank  James  Memorial 
Hospital,  and  other  Hospitals  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  are  avail- 
able for  the  treatment  of  children.

Fever 


The  Council  became  one  of  the  Constituent  Authorities  of 
the  Isle  of  Wight  Joint  Hospital  Board  in  1918,  and  have  the  right 
to  any  available  beds.  The  Hospital  provides  for  a population  of 
about  50,000,  and  can  accommodate  about  40  patients,  there  being 
separate  blocks  for  case';  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  and 
seven  single  rooms  for  cases  of  other  kinds, 

( 5 ) Small -pox , 

The  County  Council  have  provided  accommodation  for  cases 
of  this  kind  at  Ashe^r  in  a building  which  can  accommodate  four 
patients,  and  can  be  extended  by  the  use  of  marquees  in  the 
grounds.  The  general  organisation  and  treatment  of  the  patients 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Isle  of  Y^ight  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(s)  Other , (Not  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or 

by  the  Countj"  Council)  , 

The  Frank  James  Memorial  Hospital  is  situated  within, 
and  is  available  for  the  District,  and  has  accommodation  for 
9 men,  7 women,  and  5 children,  with  2 private  wards  for  paying 
patients.  The  Hospital,  except  for  a small  endowment,  is 
supported,  by  voluntary  contributions. 

Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers , 

illegitimate  infants,  and  homeless  children . 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  within  the  District 
for  the  above , 


AIvBULANCE  FACILITIES . 

( ^ ^ infectious  cases  . 

A motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Isle  of  Wight  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  which  conveys,  free  of  charge  to  the  patients, 
all  cases  suitable  for  Hospital  treatment,  and  is  available  for 
other  cases  of  an  infectious  nature  at  a charge  of  1/ - per  mile. 
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and  can  be  obtained  by  telephone  (Newport  106)  or  application 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Fairlee.  A trained  Nurse  travels 
with  the  ambulance . 

( b ) For  non-inf e ct ious  and  accident  cases . 

The  Isle  of  Wight  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  provides  a motor  ambulance j which  is  the  property  of 
the  Joint  Council  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the 
Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem.  This  ambulance  is  stationed 
at  the  garage  of  Messrs  Bird  Cheverton  and  Day,  Pyle  Street, 
Newport,  (Telephone:  Newport  153),  and  can  be  obtained  at  all 
times  for  any  part  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  at  a charge  of  1/-  per 
mile,  which  can  be  reduced  or  remitted  entirely  on  application, 
if  sufficient  reason  is  shown.  Arrangements  are  made  for  a 
V,  A.  D.  Nurse  to  travel  with  the  ambulance,  which  is  provided 
with  all  necessaries  for  a long  journey. 

CLINIC  AND  TREATIVENT  CENTRES. 

There  is  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  establish- 
ed by  the  County  Council,  where  the  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  attends,  also  a whole -time  Nurse  provided  by 
the  County  Council.  Milk  is  provided  for  necessitous  cases  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer.  The  other  duties  of 
the  Nurse  are  in  connection  with  the  Schools,  Health  visiting, 
and  the  visiting  of  Tuberculosis  cases. 

There  is  also  a School  Clinic  established  by  the  County 
Council  for  the  treatment  of  Elementary  School  children. 

Venereal  diseases  are  provided  for  by  the  County  Council, 
the  Treatment  Centre  being  at  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Hospital, 
and  at  a building  behind  the  County  Hall,  Nexvport,  which  is  open 
for  out-patients  on  one  afternoon  each  week.  There  are  two  beds 
available  at  the  Hospital,  if  necessary.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF o 


The  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  consists  of 
one  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  one  part-time 
Sanitary  Inspector, 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a nhole-time  Officer  in 
your  service,  that  part  of  his  time  v/hich  is  not  devoted  to 
sanitary  uork  being  occupied  as  Ro-ad  Surveyor  and  Waterworks 
Engineer,  He  holds  the  Certificate  of  Membership  of  the 
Ro^T'al  Sanitary  Institute,  and  is  a Member  of  the  Institute  of 
Municipal  Engineers, 

The  appointments  of  both  officials  have  been  sanctioned 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  one  half  of  the  salary  of  each 
is  therefore  recovered  from  Exchequer  Grant  through  the  County 
Counc il , 


PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOI^ , 

( a ) General , 

Nursing  is  provided  by  the  East  Cowes  and  fiJhippingham 
District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  managed  by  a Committee, 
and  has  no  connection  with  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Nursing' 
Association.  The  Nurse  visits  all  non-infect ious  ailments, 
but  does  not  attend  cases  of  Midwifery, 

For  Infectious  Diseases. 

No  provision  is  made  for  the  nursing  of  Infectious 
Diseases  in  the  homes  of  the  people,  with  the  exception  of 
cases  of  Measles  and  Influenza,  which  are  visited  by  the 
School  Nurse . 


MIDWIVES , 

One  (independent)  midwife  practises  within  the  Distrip.t, 
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LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 

There  are  four  closets  on  the  conservanc^T"  system. 

The  removal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  your  own 
emplijyees,  a motor  waggon  being  used  to  convey  the  refuse 
to  the  destructor.  This  is  carried  out  twice  weekly,  and 
is  completed  by  noon  of  the  same  day.  The  destructor  has 
worked  most  satisfactorily,  is  free  from  all  nuisance,  and 
ts  a very  great  improvemient  on  the  old  method  of  depositing 
refuse  either  in  one's  own  or  a neighbouring  district,  which 
was  a grave  and  serious  matter,  causing  the  breeding  of  rats 
and  flies.  , 


VJATER . 

There  is  a large  Reservoir  of  the  capacity  of 
1,000,000  gallons  at  the  high  level  near  Osborne  Gates. 

The  old  Wells  in  Victoria  Grove  are  still  in  use. 

The  surface  water  Reservoir  in  Old  Road  is  dis- 
connected. 

If  ¥;ater  be  available,  extra  supplies  can  be 
obtained  from  Newport,  via  the  old  Naval  College  Main. 

There  are  occasional  analyses  taken  of  the 
water,  which  Is  very  hard,  but  fairly  satisfactory. 
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SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


Floating  Bridge. 

There  are  other  houses  by  the  riverside  drained 
directly  into  the  River. 

There  are  three  ether  sewers  eiriptT/ing  into  the  River ^ 
one  at  the  bottom  of  Cambridge  Road,  one  near  Mr,  Marvin's- 
ship^T'ard,  and  one  near  the  Gas  Works. 

The  surface  water  empties  near  the  Floating  Bridge 
into  the  River. 


Ti^  Sewage  is  untreated. 

The  reckless  pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams  is  regret- 


table, and  where  Fish  and  Shellfish  are  taken  from  such  waters 
and  sold  for  food,  there  is  a serious  risk  to  the  Public  Health. 
Only  by  concerted  action  of  all  Towns  on  the  banks  of  Rivers 
can  any  remedy  be  effectual. 


The  lower  parts  of  the  Town  are  liable  at  high  tides  to 


be  flooded,  and  sheuld  there  be,  as  occasionall.y  happens,  a 
flush  of  surface  water  from  the  higher  levels,  the  high  tide 
prevents  it's  discbarge  into  the  River,  and  consequently  the 
sewage  is  forced  up  through  the  gratings  into  the  streets,  and 
sometimes  into  the  basements  and  first  floors  of  the  houses,

The  number  of  houses  inspected  under  the  Housing 
(Inspection  of  Districts)  Regulations  during  the  year  was  41, 
and  of  these  15  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
while  4 were  found  not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for 
human  habitation,  that  is,  required  a certain  amount  of 
repair. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  7 houses, which  had  been 
inspected  in  previous  ^^-ears,  were  still  not  repaired,  making 
a total  of  26  houses  in  need  of  repair.  Of  these,  15  are  under 
Closing  Orders,  5 have  been  repaired,  leaving  6 at  the  close  of 
the  year  still  unrepaired.  Of  these  26,  19  were  inspected  during 
the  year  under  review,  and  in  previous  years. 

NEW  HOUSES  ERECTED  BY  THE  COUNCIL. 

20  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  in  1921, 

In  1925  the  old  Coastguard  Station  was  acquired  by  the 
Council,  x^hich  provided  16  houses.  To  these,  bath-rooms  and 
separate  ViJ.  C’s  have  been  added.  The  rents  vary  from  8/6  to  11/3 
per  week  inclusive.  There  is  also  one  block  at  the  same  place 
being  converted  into  3 dwelling-houses,  making  a total  of  19 
dwelling-houses  at  the  old  Coastguard  Station. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD, 


All  places  Yihere  food  Is  prepared  or  stored  are 
regularly  inspected. 

There  are  three  slaughter-houses  in  the  District, 
and  these  are  kept  under  regular  observation. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment  Act,  1922, 
tuo  separate  Registers  are  kept,  one  for  wholesale  vendors 
and  one  for  retail  vendors,  and  if  the  Local  Authority,  on 
the  advice  of  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Sanitary 
Inspector,  are  satisfied  that  the  public  health  is  likely 
to  be  endangered,  they  may  refuse  to  place  the  name  of  the 
applicant  on  the  retail  Register,  or,  if  already  registered, 
may  order  his  name  to  be  removed  from  the  Register, 

The  wholesale  Register  contains  the  names  of  3 
producers,  while  the  retail  Register  contains  15,  the 
former  being  also  on  the  retail  Register. 

The  method  which  has  been  adopted  as  regards  the 
STTiall  retaiil  d^alors  has  been  to  insist  upon  the  milk  being 
kept  in  a covered  receptacle,  so  that  no  contamination  can 
take  place,  and  this  has  been  compl5,ed  with  without  much 
difficulty.

This  is  the  fourth  year  In  succession  in  which  Diphtheria 
has  been  almost  absent,  there  having  been  only  four  cases  notified 
during  the  year.  All  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
one  patient  died. 

You  have  arranged  for  every  facility  to  be  accorded  to 
medical  practitioners  in  the  event  of  the  disease  appearing  again, 
as  every  practitioner  is  entitled  to  have  in  his  possession  a swab 
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belonging  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association^  London^  so  that, 
in  any  suspected  case,  he  can  forvjard  the  same  v/ithout  any  delay. 
At  the  same  time  antitoxin  should  be  administered  hypodermically 
immediately,  without  waiting  for  the  result  of  the  swab,  as  time 
is  very  important,  and  delay  is  dangerous,  and  you  have  arranged 
for  a supply  of  antitoxin  to  be  available,  each  practitioner 
having  an  order  book,  with  counterfoil,  to  enable  him  to  order 
the  necessary  quantity.  The  order  received  by  the  chemist  is 
then  transmitted  with  the  account,  in  order  that  the  address  of 
the  patient  may  be  verified. 

The  present  low  record  of  Diphtheria  is  apt  to  induce  a 
false  sense  of  securitj?",  but  experience  shows  that  such  a disease 
will  tend  to  recur  at  intervals,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  everyone 
to  be  prepared  for  a sudden  outbreak.  The  main  factor  in  lowering 
incidence,  and  in  preventing  mortality,  is  by  an  early  injection 
of  antitoxin. 

During  the  seven  years  that  you  have  been  one  of  the 
Constituent  Authorities  of  the  Hospital  Board,  the  total  number 
of  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  Typhoid  Fever  has  been 
121,  and  of  these,  109,  or  at  the  rate  of  90  per  cent,  were  remov- 
ed to  Hospital,  and  so  ceased  to  be  a danger  to  others. 

Disinfect  ion. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  as  a routine  in  every  room 
from  which  a person  suffering  from  infectious  disease  has  been 
removed.  This  is  done  by  means  of  vapour  of  Formalin.  Bedding 
and  other  articles,  which  are  supposed  to  harbour  infection,  are 
removed  in  the  motor  ambulance  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
placed  in  the  steam  disinfector.  In  the  case  of  a person  removed 
to  Hospital,  these  measures  are  carried  out  on  removal.  In  the 
case  of  a patient  nursed  at  home,  these  measures  are  carried  out 
after  the  patient  is  certified  as  having  recovered  from  the 
disease  from  which  he  was  suffering. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  total  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis 
received  during  the  year  amounted  to  11,  Of  the  11  cases 
notified,  10  were  Pulmonary  and  1 Non-Pulmonary , At  the 

beginning  of  the  year  1925  the  Register  contained  the  names 
of  28  cases,  making  the  total  number  of  cases  in  the  District 
during  the  year  3 9,  Of  these,  3 died  and  2 left  the  District, 
leaving  34  on  the  Register  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Of  these 
34  cases,  25  were  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  9 Non-^ 
Pulmonary , 

When  a notification  is  received,  enquiries  are  made  as 
to  home  surroundings,  and  an  investigation  of  the  premises  is 
carried  out,  with  a view  to  arranging  for  any  defects  to  be 
re  me  d ie  d . 

At  the  end  of  each  week  a list  of  all  notifications 
received,  and  all  admissions  and  discharges  received  from 
Sanatoria,  is  sent  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  County 
Council,  Y^ho  are  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  the  disease, 
and  make  the  necessary  arrangements  as  regards  admission  to 
Sanatoria , 

In  conformity  with  Article  2 of  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1924,  from  1st  January,  1925,  a 
Statement  of  Cases  of  Tuberculosis,  compiled  from  the  Register 
of  Notifications,  has  been  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  at  the  end  of  each  quarter.  The  fallowing 
particulars  are  included  in  the  Quarterly  Statements 

(a)  Number  of  cases  on  Register  at  the  commencement  of 

the  Quarter. 

(b)  Number  of  cases  notified  under  the  Regulations  of 

1912  for  the  first  time  during  the  Quarter. 

(c)  Number  of  cases  removed  from  the  Register  during 

the  Quarter,  giving  particulars  of  the  cases,  and 

reasons  for  removal. 

(d)  Number  of  cases  remaining  on  the  Register  at  the 

end  of  the  Quarter. 
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
